The Boll Weevil at Home. 


Dr. W. D. Hinds, state entomologist 
of Alabama, made a talk which proved 
to be one of the features of the ses- 
sion. He illustrated his address with 
Stereopticon views of the weevil and 
its work on cotton. His talk was a 
most practical one, going into details 
a5 tO how to kill off the weevil after 
each crop. Burning of the Stalks, he 
said, is the most effective method if 
done immediately after the last cot- 
ton has been picked. This, he said, 
will Kill 97 per cent of the weevils 
Which would live through the winter.

prevent the spread of the weevil, as 
it flies from one fiéld to the other.

The good roads movement and the 
part it is playing in the advancement 
Of agriculture and the development of 
the south along al! lines. played a 
prominent part in the discussion at the 
morning’ session. 

Clark Howell, editor of The Atlanta 
Constitution, distussed the g00d roads 
movement and delivered an interesting 
and instructive address on that topic. 

Mr. Howell went into the history of 
good roads and pointed out that the in- 
terest of the world in improved high- 
ways dateg back two thousand years, 
He spoke of the famous Appian way of 
Rome, and the equally famous pass 
which Napoleon cut across the Alps 
and he showed that all progressive 
nations have interested themselves 
from the immemorial! in the construc- 
tion of good roads. 

“There is nothing new in the move- 
ment,” said Mr. Howell. ‘It is as old 
as the world. The trouble has been 
that we of the south have beenf ar be- 
hind in the movement and only recently 
have we awakened to the tremendous 
advantages to be obtained from good 
roads. 

Good Roads Awakening. 

“Twenty-five years ago it was im- 
possible to get a good roads pill 
through the legislature of this state. 
It went no further than a pigeon hole 
In a committee room. Martin V. Cal- 
vin, director of the Georgia Experiment 
station, who sits over there now, 
fought single-handed in the legislature 
to have road improvement bills passed, 
but without result. 

“Two years ago the legislature 
passed the bill putting the convicts at 


, work upon the roads of the state and 


the improvement has ben marvelous. 
The country people are awakened as 
they have never been before and if 
road development keeps up at ita pres- 
ent rate Georgia will be second to no 
State in the union in good roads.” 

Mr. Howell declared that the time 
approaches when the federal govern- 
ment must give aid to good roads 
building just as it aids the deepening 
of harbors and waterways. 

“If it is legwa} to aid one it is legal 
to ajd the other,” he declared, and 
both are equally important to the peo- 


: ple.” 

Mr. Hewell urged the commissioners 
to arouse the people of their states 
in the proposition of federal aid and 
before adjournment Tuesday a _ reso- 
lution was adopted indo:

Dr. G. R. Glenn, president of the 
North Gegrgia Agricultural college, at 
Dahlonega, delivered a strong address 
on the relation of education to farm- 
ing. He declared it is impossible to 
make a scientific farmer out of a man 
forty years old and that training along 
these lines must be given the children. 

E. J. Watson, commissioner of agri- 
culture of South Carolina, delivered an 
interesting address on the prospects for 
southern live stock industry. 

“To raise live stock you must raise 
corn,” he said, “and that is what South 
Carolina is doing. Within three years 
we have increased the corn gield from 
29,000,000 bushels to abo 50,000,000. 
With plenty of corn added to our 
advantages of climate and so 
forth, we can raise just as good live 
stock as can be found anywhere in the 
world. Our horses and mules and hogs, 
sheep and goats are just as good here 
as anywhere else. The trouble is we

HIS HEART WAS RIGHT, 
SAYS LEE OF TOLSTOI 


Popular Minister Preaches a! 


Strong Sermon in St Louis 
on Tolstoi.

A strong and powerful sermon 
fae preached at St. John’s church, 
St. Louis, on Sunday by Dr. James W. 
Lee, formerly pastor of the Trinity 
church and the Park street church 
of Atlanta, on the life of Tolstol. 


“Many of his theories were impos- 
sible, but his heart was in the right 
place.”” Rev. Dr. James W. Lee thus 
epitomized his sermon on “The Re- 
ligion of Tolstoi,” delivered to his con- 
gregation at St. John’s Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, last night. 

“The center of Tolstol’s religious 
teachings,” said Dr. Lee, “was the 
principle of non-resistance, based upon 
the words of Christ, found in His ser- 
mon on the mount, but in his attempt 
to develop a system based on a too 
literal following of the words of 
Christ he formulated an impossible 
doctrine. 

“If every man were to give away 
whatever he was asked for, some one 
might call upon him to give up his 
estate or his automobile, and he could 
do nothing else but give it up if he 
literally followed the words. If one 
were in the midst of a community of 
Savages and they were seeking to de- 
stroy him, he would simply have to 
submit to destruction. 

“It is impossible that Christ ever 
intended to preach any such doctrine. 
Civilization would not last a day if 
that principle was put into universal 
practice. What Christ really meant 
to teach was that we are not to resist 
evil with evil, hate with hate and 
malignity with malignity. Christ was 
seeking to teach that the doctrine of 
an eye for an eve was not the way 
to settle difficulties or to get satis- 
faction. 

“The great lesson of Teglstol’s life 
Was that he called attention to the 
agony and wretchedness of the masses 
of human beings. In him every help- 
less man and heart-broken woman had 
a friend and an advocator. He plead 
before the world’s conscience in lan- 
guage without parallel in this age for 
the suffering and down-trodden mil- 
lione of the earth.’

the Banking Element. 
Money Easier. 


New York, November 22.—The stoc« 
market sank into deeper neglect t>- 
day and the price fluctuations nar- 
rowed correspondingly. This quietness 
is considered seasonabhe and desirable 
by the banking element, who rely on 
moderate demands for banking facili- 
ties from the speculative element to 
carry through the requirements to the 
end of the year. The present easing 
tendency of the money market and the 
strength of the New York banking 
position have been brought about with 
that end in view and not to provide 
resources for a present active specula- 
t10n, 

The particular 
care of the money market 
was the outgrowth of the course of 
the government finances, the current 
deficit in the revenue offering no op- 
portunity for intervention in the money 
market by the treasury department 
with the protective measures which 
were a feature of the autumn money 
periods of a few years ago. In addi- 
tion there had to be considere@d the 
abnormal foreign trade position, which 
had provided an excess value of im- 
ports over exports of merchandise for 
geveral of the earlier months of the 
year. At a time, therefore, when im- 
ports of gold to the New York money 
market arte often going on, foreign 
money markets were opposing obsta- 
cles to withdrawal of gold, and were 
engaged in securing their own urgent 
needs. 

In the opinion of bankers and finan- 
ciers of authority, the primary requis- 
ite on the New York money market 15 
to find a means for taking up bond is- 
sues which are in contemplation by 
the greatest railroad corporations. An 
active stock market speculation which 
should take up banking resources as 
fast as they are. released from the 
task of moving the crops would inter- 
fere with coming bond flotations, 

The criticism of the attempts of 
speculative pools and organized par- 
ties of operators to stir up specula- 
tion is promoted largely by this con 
sideration. Its growing influence was 
seen in the subsiding volume of trans- 
actions in today’s market. The Lon-

as a&@ matter of “fairness” the shippers 
should express their views. 

The testimony. failed to show any 
suggestion from Mr. Perkins that the 
consumers also should present their 
views, though it was intimated that if 
the railroads and the shippers agreed 
as to the sweeping increases in 
freights of several] kinds across the 
continent, with an aggregate addition 
of almost fabulous millions of dollars 
to the railroad earnings, the burden 
would rest upon the consumers. 

Favors Medern Methods in Roads. 

President Henry M. Towne, a manu- 
facturer and head of the Merchants’ 
Association o New York, contended 
that the railroads should. first put 
their own house in order, as he ex- 
pressed it. They should install mod- 
ern methods of business, which was 
just as feasible with them as with 
other industries ang if scientific man- 
agement could not produce economies 
to meet the revenue needed, then he 
would join with them in their demand 
for rate increages. 

W. H. Gay, who testified that $8,000,- 
000 was invested in the forty-five fur- 
niture factories at Grand Rapids, witn 
annual sales aggregating $12,000,000, 
admitted his appearance as a witness 
Was at the suggestion of George W. 
Perkins, of J. P. Morgan & Co., the 
New York banking house. 

Stewart Foote, of Grand Rapids, aiso 
testified that Mr. Perkins had suggest- 
ed his appearance at the hearing and 
said he would not object to a general 
increase and that the consumers ani 
not the shippers would pay the in- 
crease. 

Classification of “Plunder.” 

Mr. Clay, when recalled, said that 
the suggestion from Mr. Perkins was 
made at an accidental recent meeting 
with him in Washington a month ago. 
Mr. Perkins explained that witnesses 
for the railroads heretofore had been 
one-sided and that he did not like it, 
as he was just as much interested in 
manufacturing and prducing as in the 
railroads.
